Calif (AP) 
The Skylab astronauts doffed 
their blue medical masks Sunday 
for a face-to-face chat with 
President Nixon and Soviet 
leader I.eonid I Brezhnev at the 
Western White House helicopter 
pad

The three astronauts were 
flown by helicopter to San 
Clemente directly from the 
recovery ship, the aircraft 
carrier Ticonderoga as it neared 
port in San Dieuo 
Afterward 
they 
return ed 
to

Ticonderoea in San Diego for a 


ceremony and another round of 
medical tests before flying to 
Ellington Air Force Base near 
Houston where their families 
awaited them 
Dressed in Navy whites, the 
Skvlab astronauts presented gifts 
to Nixon. Brezhnev and Soviet 
cosmonauts in San Clemente 
They gave Nixon a large 
framed plaque containing a 
Skylab patch and American flag 
and a NASA patch and the name 
tags worn on the 28-day flight 
from which they returned 
Friday 
A bronze plate said the plaque 
was presented to President 
Richard M Nixon by the crew of 
Skylab Engraved on the plate 


were the names of the three 
astronauts. 
Conrad. 
Cmdr 
Joseph P Kerwin and Cmdr 
Paul J Weitz 
Weitz’ name was misspelled 
on the plaque as Keitz 
Brezhnev 
received similar 
patches and an all-purpose knife 
used aboard the experimental 
space station for presentation to 
the cosmonauts 
A small plate below the knife 
said. "We are with you as you 
are with us in all flights in 
space " 
(ireeting the astronauts. 
Brezhnev congratulated Weitz 
first and said he was happy it 
was a safe mission 
He told them the spacemen 


were brave and said their flight 
was a great achievment for 
.science for peaceful purposes 
Kerwin. who shook hands with 
Brezhnev next, said he wanted to 
congratulate his companions in 
space, the cosmonauts. 
Nixon told Brezhnev that 
Conrad was the Skylab com­ 
mander and the Soviet leader 
asked him if the crew was 
ohtHlient 
• Very obedient.” Conrad 
answer^, saying his last com­ 
mand decision was to order the 
astronauts not to wear their face 
masks so they could meet face- 
to-face

Historic Week Of Summitry 
Closes With Talk Of Peace 


Reunion Meeting Planned In Moscow 


SAN CLEM EN TE, Calif lAP) — President Nixon and 
Soviet leader Leonid I Brezhnev crowned a historic week of 
summitry Sunday by jointly declaring their talks have 
brought strides toward lasting world peace 
With broad smiles and hearty handshakes, the leaders 
parted after summit-ending statements hailing their agree­ 
ment designed to reduce the risks of nuclear war Brezhnev- 
hinted broadly as he left California for Washington that he 
expects a permanent arms limitation treaty to be signed at a 
reunion summit in Moscow in “ six to eight months. ” 
Standing in the sunshine outside his ocean-front villa. 
Nixon said in nationally televised remarks that the 
agreements reached during his more than 40 hours of talks 
with Brezhnev give "profound hope to those throughout the 
world who want peace" 
Brezhnev agre^, saying in response that the summit 
moved the leaders toward "the great and noble aims of 
defending peace and developing friendly relations between 
our peoples." "It's a wonderful morning." Brezhnev told 
Nixon 
As he had been throughout his week in the United States, 
the general secretary- of the Soviet Communist party dis­ 
played good-natured spontaniety With animation, he talked 
with the three Skylab astronauts — Charles Conrad ,Ir. 
Joseph P Kerwin and Paul J Weitz — who joined in the 
farewell ceremonies, accepting from them a plaque with 
badges they wore during their record space mission 
The husky. 66-year-old Kremlin leader and fan of cowboy 
movies also gave Chuck Connors, star of television’s 
"Rifleman" series, a bearhug and then his imitation of 
gunslingers battling to a mock death 
From San Clemente, the two leaders flew by helicopter to 
E l Toro Marine Air Station 
With more smiles and 
handshakes, the Soviet leader boarded the presidential 
jetliner for the flight to Washington 
Nixon remained in California 
On the airport runway. Brezhnev paused to talk with 
reporters One asked if his reference to a Moscow summit in 
six to eight months was a hint that he expects a new arms 
limitation treaty by that time. 
"We want to be working toward that goal." Brezhnev- 
responded " ". . 
I can’t be more specific" Before their 
farewell comments, the two leaders signed a 19-page com­ 
munique that will be released Monday when Brezhnev leaves 
the United States The final touches were put on that docu­ 
ment in a final meeting that Brezhnev- said lasted until the 
early morning hours Sunday 


Nixon and Brezhnev spent more than 40 hours in talks 
during the week — first at the White House, then a Camp 
David and finally at the President’s villa here. During the 
week, nine agreements were signed — three by the leaders 


themselves and six by lower level officials Both leader^» 
singled out a compact they- signed Friday as the most imp<»r- 
tant The document is intended to reduce the risks of niic lear 
war by regulating U S -Soviet relations and relations the two 
supi’r powers have with other countries 
Nixon, in his farewell remarks, said it was " truly a land­ 
mark agreement 
for the whole world 
•’When the two strongest nations of the world agree not to 
use force or threats of force in their relations with each other 
and in their relations with other nations, this action indee<l 
gives profound hope to those throughout the world who want 
p«*ace " Nixon said 
He said the summit talks were dedicated to building "a 
true pt*ace in the world" and told Brezhnev that the Unite<l 
States has in the will "to keep all the agreements we made ’ 
"We are dedicating ourselves to building a new era 
the F’resident said as he asked Brezhnev- to tell the people of 
the Soviet Union that all Americans welcome the opportuni­ 
ty to work with them “ to build peace with each other and 
peace in the world." 
Brezhnev, at times clutching the microphone before him. 
told Nixon " I am leaving the United States with very good 
feelings" and with the the conviction that the agreements 
will be welcomed throughout the world 
He voiced solemn gratitude "to all Americans who support 
what we have done and are doing" in seeking improved I S - 
Soviet relations He said he trusts "that the peaceful policie" 
pursued by the President and by the U S government under 
him will be supported by the people ” 


From Washington. Brezhnev- flies to Pans for two days of 
talks with French President Georges Pompidou The Nixon- 
Brezhnev communique is expected to discuss such key Euro­ 
pean issues as mutual balanced force reductions, as well as 
other international issues ranging from the Middle East to 
Indochina 
The communique will touch also on the thorny issue of in­ 
creased trade between the United States and the Soviet 
Union 
Brezhnev- met separately during the week with 
members of Congress and with American business leaders in 
an effort to bolster U S -Soviet trade 
Major expansion of economic relations is stymied until 
Congress grants Nixon's request that the Soviet Union be 
given most favored nation treatment A bipartisan majority 
of Congress is opposing granting of MFN until the Kremlin 
changes its policies on Jewish immigration 
No major trade agreements emerged from the summit, but 
a commercial aviation pact was signed to expand U S -Sov iet 
air links. Other agreements flowing itoiu the summit ranged 
from an expanded cultural exchange program to cooperative 
research on peaceful uses of atomic energy 
New Routes Up 
Bus Ridership

Seventeen per cent of the 43^' gam in ridership 
on the Lincoln Transportation System (L'rei buses 
within the last six months is attributed to the five 
new routes added last November. 


.According to figures prepared by LTS 
bookkeeper Mark Huddleston, there were 857.889 
riders on the buses during the months December 
through May as compared with 598.9fM) for the 
same period the prior year, or a gain of 43' f. 


Of the total. 100.845 were passengers on the 
new routes of Trendwood and South. East Vine. 
West A and Gaslight Village, Arnold Heights and 
Crosstown which were established last November 
According to Huddleston, passengers on the 
new routes now account for 12') of the total route 
ridership, and for the month of .May accounted tor 
15' .' of the total revenue. 


During May, $33,463 was brought in in revenue 
from the regular bus routes, and of this $4.93'2 
resulted from the new routes, with F^ast Vine route 
taking the lead in the new routes with 6.H37 
passengers in May resulting in $1,991 in revenue 
from that route.

Fire Supt. William McCrossan 
said the fire was brought under 


control just 16 minutes after the 
first alarm sounded. A fire sta­ 
tion was only four blocks away. 
Scene was in the lounge called 
"The Upstairs," just one block 
off Canal Street and across Iber­ 
ville St. from the new 40-story 
Marriott Hotel. 
As firemen raced through the 
area, the body of one man hung 
through the second stoiy win­ 
dow. his arm dangling on the sill. 
Hundreds of tourists walking 
the streets of the historic quarter 
watched firemen fight the blaze 
and could see the body in full

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
pattern of political “ dirty tricks" 
complementing the Watergate 
break-in is building in public 
testimony to the Senate 
W atergate 
committee, 
foreshadowing one aspect of the 
panel’s future work. 
The committee’s initial set of 
hearings is concentrating on the 
break-in itself and the sub­ 
sequent cover-up. Thus, senators 
and counsel are not pressing 
witnesses for details on many of 
the other episodes that figure 
from time to time in testimony. 
But a number of incidents, 
added to others which have sur­ 
faced in other Watergate-related 
disclosures, show much ground 
the committee may plow when 
Its investigation broadens later 
this vear. 


Virtually every witness has 
been told at the end of his 
testimony, often by vice chair­ 
man Sen. Howard H Baker J r . 
R-Tenn.. that he can expect to 
be recalled for questioning on 
such matters or others 
peripheral to the break-in itself. 
Activities such as the break-in 
Itself clearly were illegal But 
other covertly financed projects 
such as sign-carrying at op­ 
ponents’ rallies seem just as 
clearly to be straight out of stan­ 
dard political tactics textbooks 
and not illegal. 


The committee, in deciding 
whether new political campaign 
legislation is needed, will have to 
decide where the line of accep­ 
tability exists between silliness 
and sabotage. 
Herbert L. Porter, former 
scheduling director for the Com­ 
mittee to Re-Elect the Presi­ 
dent. touched on a number of 


Nixon campaign activities in his 
testimony June 12 
A man named Roger Greaves 
from Los .Angeles was paid some 
$3.800 by Porter, he said. 
Porter said Greaves twice 
promoted 
sign-carrying 
demonstrations at airport 
arrivals of Sen. Edmund S. 
Muskie in Los Angeles at a time 
when Muskie was the leading 
contender for the Democratic 
presidential nomination 
He also spent about two weeks 
doing “ Dick Tuck type prank 
harassments in New Hampshire 
and Florida," said Porter. Tuck 
is the Democratic prankster who 
in past campaigns distributed 
spurious gag press releases 
aboard Sen Barry Goldwater’s 
campaign train, ordered a train 
to puli out while Richard M, 
Nixon was still speaking on the 
rear platform while campaigning 
for California governor in 1962. 
and in other ways harassed op­ 
ponents 
Such stunts used to be called 
practical jokes. Whether they’ll 
retain that label in the post- 
Watergate era is partly up to the 
Senate committee. 
Porter said he paid $3(Xi to 
"seven or eight other people in 
various spots around the countrv’ 
to promote the President’s cam­ 
paign at opposing candidates’ 
stops, signs which would sav 
“ This is Nixon Country” or 
whatever” 
Porter told the committee in 
some detail about reading 
photographed copies of intraof- 
fice memos moving between 
Muskie’s campaign headquarters 
to his Senate offices. They were 
provided to him by another com­ 
mittee official. Kenneth Rietz 
Porter said he thought the act 


of obtaining them “ was very sur­ 
reptitious, hut 1 did not think it 
was illegal” Yet to be developed 
by the committee is how Rietz 
got the documents. 
Muskie diKuments—these fic­ 
titious—also figure in the alleged 
dirty tricks of Donald Segretti 
He is charged in Florida with cir­ 
culating material which made 
.sexual remarks about Sens. 
HubtTt H Humphrey and Henr>- 
M .lackson and which purported 
to come from Muskie’s cam­ 
paign 
Segretti’s role has yet to be 
explored at the hearings. Other 
reports which began surfacing 
last autumn had him recruited 
for political espionage by former 
White House aide Dwight 
Chapin and paid by Nixon’s 
former personal attorney. 
Herbert W Kalmbach 
Jeb Stuart Magruder. deputy 
director of the Nixon campaign, 
told the committee that original 
campaign plans in 1971 en- 
visiont'd creation of a private 
detective firm outside the cam­ 
paign 
But he said this was 
scrapped and much of the 
mtelligence-espionage function 
fell to G. Gordon Liddy. later 
convicted in the Watergate case 
According to Magruder. Lid- 
dy's original dirty tricks port­ 


folio included such bizarre 
schemes as use of prostitutes to 
seek information at the 
Demoi’ratie National Convention 
and the kidnapping of radical op­ 
position leaders during the 
Republican 
National Conven­ 
tion 


Nothing that extreme is 
known to have been carried out 
by the campaign organiz,ation 
Instead, the Liddy group ap­ 
parently was confined to its

But his known failures 
exc(H*ded the successes: an entry 
try at McGovern’s Washington 
Headquarters was thwarted, a 
mission to I,^s Vegas to get pur­ 
ported documents about Muskie 
from a safe wasn’t carritnl out, 
one telephone bug instalk*d on 
the first Watergate mission 
didn’t work, and the entr>' team

F'rom a White House view­ 
point. the greate.st tragedy of the 
foul-smelling Watergate affair is 
that it hit the fan just as all the 
pieces of the diplomatic game 
were in place and the ad­ 
ministration hoped to reap the 
fruit of careful preparations. 
Whether this ambition will now 
be disappointed cannot be said.

America's relationships with 
friends, acquaintances and 
adversaries are inter-related.

— Vigorous recruitment of 
Negroes for the force, and a 
more visible presence on the 
North Side by black policemen 
already on the force 
— 
reduction in the present 
“ overbalance" of police present­ 
ly operating in the area. 
Sen Chambers said he is “ not 
opposed to proper law enforce­ 
ment. but currently there is in­ 
timidation, harassment and 
rough language by the police 
that is almost of a challenging 
niiture. Their presence is osten­ 
sibly to counteract 
narcotics 
traffic, but that’s not what 
they’re doing” 
Mayor Edward Zorinsky said 
he plans to meet with Public 
Safety Director Al Pattavina and 
Police Chief Richard Andersen 
Monday to discuss Chamber's 
charges. 
The mayor said. “ Lm backing 
the police 100 per cent, but I 
want them to deal equally and 
fairly with all citizens."

Calvin (Pete) Jacobsen has 
played a vital, but little-known, 
role in putting milk on the table 
of Nebraska consumers for the 
past 23 years 


Pete is a milk tester, or more 
officially, a dairv herd improve­ 
ment technician or a dairy hered 
improvement association super­ 
visor. Most dairymen would call 
Pete "the tester." 


The term comes from the fact 
that Pete tests milk for its 
butterfat content, weighs the 
milk from every cow in his 
association one day of each 
month and keeps track of a host 
ot data about what each cow eats 
;ind how much Special numbers 
are assigned t 
each newborn 
calf and a picture of the calf is 
drawn to aid in identification 
Milking Herd 
The purpose behind all this ef­ 
fort and record keeping is to find 
cows who will produce more 
milk than their mothers did and 
to keep them in the milking 
herd. 
The testing has resulted in a 
selection of cows that have 
gradually increased the amount 
of milk produced per cow which 
has offset the drop in th^ 


number of milk cows on farms 
The end result has been an 
adequate supply of milk for con­ 
sumers to date 
"A cow that produced 500 Ihs 
of hutterfat was pretty rare 
w hen I started testing. Today we 
have herds of rows that test over 
6(M) Ihs of butterfat. The guy who 
really uses his testing records 
can do wonders with a herd of 
cows," Jacobsen said. 


Jacobsen drives his car 2.200 
miles a month visiting farms to 
test about 1..300 cows. His wife, 
Hilda, helps with the testing and 
daughter. I-inda. 14. helps by 
cleaning equipment 
Fses Computer 
"We used to have to do a lot of 
bookkeeping, but that is largely 
done now by an DBM computer " 
he said "Perhaps one (lay the 
testing will be done with a ('en- 
tral testing setup but at the pre­ 
sent time we are still testing 
here at home." he explained 
Jacobsen has a room off his 
wife’s kitchen as a testing 
laboratory. The procedure 
requires glass bottles with long 
necks, racks to store the bottles, 
jugs of acid used in the test and a 
Babcock centrifuge tester which 
churns the tiny bottles of milk 
and acid to separate the fat for 
the measurement

Some farm congressmen are 
getting a bit testy about the 
general lack of knowledge of 
agriculture on the part of their 
colleagues. 
Rep. Keith Sevelius of Kansas 
actually introduced an amend­ 
ment to a food bill that ordered 
cows to produce a calf in half the 
normal gestation time of nine 
months. 


Sebelius defended his amend­ 
ment as making more sense than 
a statement by a New York con­ 
gressman to the effect that 
farmers could set their prices 
wherever they wished. 


Considering the knowledge 
that today's lawmaker has about 
farming, it is a wonder the thing 
didn’t get passed. 
Just in case we have nonfarm 
readers who don’t know, it takes 
nine months for a cow to 
produce a calf with or without a 
congressional directive. It usual­ 
ly takes more than a year to get 
that calf ready for your plate in 
the form of a steak or ham­ 
burger.

A marketing research report 
issued by the U S. Department 
of Agriculture shows that seven 
out of ten homemakers think 
that milk contains about 20% 
butterfat.

one of the main reasons that ice 
cream tastes so much better 
than iced milks. 


It is interesting to note that 
last year the average person con­ 
sumed more milk products than 
the previous year. It is the first 
time in several years that con­ 
sumption on a per capita basis

Putting water on the corn is 
downright expensive. A study of 
costs for 13 Adams County 
farmers showed that is cost from 
67 cents to $1 01 per bushel to 
irrigate corn.

“ Brain Trust." died Sunday He 
was 77 
Judge Rosenman had been ad­ 
mitted to Lenox Hill Hospital a 
w eek ago s uf f e r i n g f r o m 
pneumonia with cardiac com ­ 
plications 
Rosenman s close association 
with the man who called him 
"Sammy the Rose" began when 
Roosevelt was running for gover­ 
nor of New York and continued 
intimately until the war-time 
President died in April 19 45. 
Harry S Truman refused to 
accept his resignation, and 
Rosenman continued as the new 
chief ex ecutive s special counsel 
until January 19 46. when he left 
the government with the Medal 
of Merit 
Rosenman later served on 
several labor mediation boards, 
but said his proudest achieve­ 
ment was marshaling the opposi­ 
tion that defeated f^resident 
Nix on s nomination of Judge 
Harold C’arswell for a seat on the 
Supreme Court. 
During the 19 32 presidential 
campaign Rosenman conceived 
the idea of a com m ittee of 
e x pe rts to i mpl e me n t 
t he 
pr o g r a m s 
e n vi s i o n e d 
by 
Roosevelt. This group becam e 
known as the “ brain trust" and 
was the target of derision by 
political rivals. 
As one of his last acts as gover­ 
nor, Roosevelt appointed Rosen­ 
man to the State Supreme Court 
saying this was “one of the most 
unselfish things of my life, 
because 1 am cutting off my 
right a rm " 
However. Rosenman. by then 
well-known in political circles as

commuted between Washington 
and New York 
He resigned 
trom the court and moveii to

Fsing established statistical 
techniques, the researchers es­ 
timated the annual attack rate of 
gallbladder disease in women 
taking oral contraceptives to be 
158 per 100.000. compared with 
79 per lOO.OlM) in women who do 
not use oral contraceptives 
In a report appearing this 
week in Lancet, the British 
medical journal, investigators of 
the Boston C'oUaborative Drug 
Surveillance Program of Boston

“ It does not seem un­ 
reasonable. therefore, to 
propose that some hormone 
difference between men and 
women may account for 
differences in the incidence of 
gallbladder disease, and that 
oral contraceptives may poten­ 
tiate the risk." the report said 
The researchers said evidence 
in other studies suggests that es­ 
trogen induces changes in the 
composition of bile, and 
gallstones might result.

The study said the frequencw 
ot giillbladder surgerv is es- 
pf’cially high in women who 
have been on oral contraceptives

It said this data suggests that 
women destined to develop 
gallbladder disease attributed to 
oral contraceptives tend to do so 
early in the course of taking the 
drugs 
The oral contraceptive study, 
based on data from 24 Boston- 
area hospitals, confirmed earlier 
reports which found that women 
taking birth control pills faced 11 
times greater risk than those 
who did not of developing 
excessive blood clotting in veins
